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SCIENCE 
INTEREST 
IS STRESSED

PORTERVILLE, Feb. 13—A well- 
defined and expanding program is 
underway in Porterville's elemen- 
tary schools to interest youngsters 
In science. 

And with the program goes some 
pretty sound thinking concerning 
“the development of work habits, 
discipline, methods of instruction 
and parent cooperation as related 
.to getting the best out of the 
best students, some of whom may 
eventually qualify as badly need- 
ed American scientists. 

Howard Beard, district superin- 
tendent; Don Seager, who is in 
charge of the school library, the 
audio-visual program and the 
“science interest” program, and 
Ralph Aldridge, principal at Bart- 
lett school where elementary stu- 
dents in the Porterville system get 
their seventh and eighth years, all 
agree that during the eight years 
of elementary education, students 
should be “‘exposed’’ to science in 
order to create interest that might 
later lead them into scientific 
fields.

An article in the current issue of Time Magazine points out a 
number of good features involved in a growing trend in the Middle 
West for large meat packers to finance farm operation in the produc- 
tion of hogs. 

This system, certainly not new to agriculture but becoming more 
prominent in the past two or three years, is commonly called “inte- 
gration", which as we understand it, involves the combining of all or 
several operations relating to the production, processing and market-_ 
ing of agricultural commodities. 

Time Magazine points out that this combination of agriculture 
and business can bring desirable results for middle western hog pro- 
ducers: A means of financing for the small operator; an education 
program that will show the farmer how to produce more and better 
pigs at a lower unit cost; an assured market; controlled production 
that will smooth out the traditional peaks and shortages in the hog 
market; cheaper feed prices because of volume buying. 

But the American Farm Bureau Federation opposes this type of 
ning of a new era in farming. Individualism has outlived its usefulness 
in agriculture." : 

All of this can, in theory, be true, but it is also true that when this 
system gets into full operation, experience has shown that farmers in- 
volved lose their identity as individual operators and become, to a 
great extent, paid personnel in a large business operation. 

Arthur B. Maurer, Kansas City Meat Packer, thinks this is all right. 
Says he, “Integration of agriculture and business is growing. A stand- 
ard product, an assured source, and an assured market are the begin- 
integration on the basis that the contract farmer loses his traditional 
individuality and becomes a mere employee of the meat packer. Farm, 
Bureau idea is that farmers meet the problem of integration through 
their own cooperatives designed to handle farm commodities from the 
field to the market. 

It appears to us that danger in this farm-business integration idea 
centers around two major points: If feed companies, or meat packers, 
or other commercial operators who deal in farm commodities, are run- 
ning the show, their interest naturally centers not in the farmer, but 
in their own basic business. 

From the standpoint of the farmer, it is far more desirable for 
farmers themselves, through cooperatives or some other form of busi- 
ness organization, to integrate into other related fields, thereby re- 
taining the major interest in farming. 


As a second point, there is real economic danger when integra- 


tion from big business absorbs a sufficient number of farmers to dom- 
inate the market for any farm commodity. Then you have real oppor- 
tunity for "squeeze deals" involving the farmer and you have a tre- 
mendous incentive toward over-production. 

One further objection is the "easy" financing that usually accom- 
panies integration, financing that often temporarily bolsters an ineffi- 
cient farm operation that is eventually doomed to failure, and that of- 
ten draws people temporarily into farming who should never be there 
in the first place. : 

Like most plans, integration in agriculture is not necessarily good, 
or necessarily bad. Results depend on how the plan is used. 

But it is our opinion that farmers who become involved in integra- 
tion from the top down will eventually regret their decision. 

However, most of the farmers we know are free, white, and 21. If 
they take a whirl at integration, that's their business, provided they 
don't later come back and expect the government to bail them out.

At Bartlett, students get four 
hours per week in a general 
science. course; in the seventh 
grade, 40 students are in an elec- 
tive general science course. 

But the program goes on down 
through the entire system, with 
Seager explaining that the school 
has 10 “science kits’, containing 
equipment for demonstration of 
simple scientific experiments. 
These kits are used throughout the 
system. 

The school has three micro- 
copes, one for general circulation; 
two for use at Bartlett; a basic 
electrical kit and two weather sta- 


».tion kits. 


Available to Junior high stu- 
dents are copies of current science 
and aviation magazines; in the 
school library is a set of ‘Our 


Wonderful World’, a good supply 


of supplementary science books 
and booklets, plus graded science 
text books, provided by the state, 
on a ration of one book for each 
three students in the third through 
eighth grades. 

Models, and special films come to 
Porterville through the office 
of the county superintendent 
of schools; films of a popularized 
scientific nature are obtained for 
school showing from such sources 
as Bell Telephone, the major oil 
companies, the U.S. Forest service. 
Students are taken on field trips 
to Porterville industrial plants, 
the airport, and such places with 
the idea of creating interest in 
things of a more or less scientific 
nature, 

“We're doing more than 
used to do in trying to create an 
interest in science’, Seager says. 
“We are improving and increas- 
ing our scientific equipment, we 
are trying to expand our program, 
and while we think we are mak- 
ing headway, we can always see 
where we could do better.”’ 

Aldridge believes that a practi- 
cal .and desirable step was taken 
this year when seventh and eighth 
grade students at: Bartlett were 
divided into nine ability groups, 
based on IQ, achievement tests and 
teacher recommendations. 

“Under this, new program’’, Ald- 
ridge says, ‘‘we have children of 
equal ability grouped together. 
This means that those students 
with superior ability can be ac- 
celerated in their studies; they can 
utilize their abilities to the fullest 
possible extent. On the other hand, 
by grouping students’ together 
who are in a lower ability bracket, 
these students also do much better 
and appear to be much happier in

“And from the teacher stand- 
point, this new system makes 


sense. Believe me it’s a real prob- 
lem when a teacher under the old 
system, with 40 or 45 pupils in a 
class has to’try to get across a pro- 
gram for an ability spread from 
the fourth to the eighth grade.” 

As for meeting the need for 
scientists in America, Aldridge be- 
lieves basic-job of the elementary 
school is to create within pupils 
a desire to learn. Student interest 
in science should be stimulated 
right down into kindergarten, he 
says, and from the very beginning 
of school life, pupils should be 
taught that they have to work for 
what they get, 

Aldridge believes. that it is es- 
sential that elementary pupils be 
taught good work habits, mental 
discipline, and pride in doing a 
good job; he is emphatic in his 
statement that parent cooperation 
is often the only answer when it 
Lecomes necessary to push a good 
student to get the best out of that 
student. 

How many elementary students 
are potential future scientists? 

Aldridge says that perhaps two 
per cent of those enrolled have 
IQs of 130 or over. These are the 
students with the best potential, 
but, just as other educators have 
done, he emphasizes that often a 
student with drive and determina- 
tion will be the top groups, 
even though not as high as other 
students on an IQ basis, and he 
has observed that even the smart-

Better Procedure 


Brief of a verbal statement by 
Bill Rodgers, co-owner of The 
Farm Tribune, presented at the 
February 4, 1958 meeting of the 
Porterville City Council. 

We are often being asked by the 
city purchasing agent to bid on 
printed material. Bids, however, 
are not being advertised, so cost 
figures presented by us are not 
bids, but, rather, price quotations. 

We feel that if the city purchas- 
ing agent wants a bid, he should 
follow the prescribed procedure 
for bidding; if he wants a price 
quotation, he should ask for a 
price quotation. 

For either a bid or price quota- 
tion, three basic items of specifi- 
cation are needed: 1. The number 
of pieces'to be printed; 2. The size 
of the form; and 3. The quality 
and weight of paper. When these 
are not given to us, as they often 
are no, we must waste our time 
and the time of someone in the of- 
fice of the city purchasing agent 
getting complete information. 
This should be unnecessary. 

‘We can cite the case during the 
past week in which after consider- 
able expenditure of time by the 
office of the city purchasing agent 
involving five jobs of printing, 
total difference in price. for the 
five jobs from three local printers 
came to about $4.00. 


*Yet at the same time, certain 


printed forms have been given to 
outside printing firms which could 
have been, supplied locally at a 
total saving to the city of $155.00.

It is now and has been the policy 
of my office to ask for bids when 
necessary to purchase various 
forms, letterheads, etc., from local 
printing establishments when sup- 
plies are needed or required and 
to award the work or bid to the 
firm offering to deliver the prod- 
uct for the lowest favorable price. 

Asking for bids or prices on 
products to be purchased is an ac- 
cepted practice for municipalities 
in the State of California. 

Recently we asked for bids and 
samples were submitted, on the 
five small printing jobs the com- 
plainant referred to, from three 
local printing firms. We received 
the bids for same and awarded the 
printing jobs to the lowest bid- 
ders. There was a difference (or 
saving to the City) of $29.67. be- 
tween the high and the low bids, 
or approximately 25%. 

I believe the above bids were 
correctly asked for, were properly 
understood by the printers and 
were fairly handled by my office. 

No threat, intimidation or offer 
of bribe has or will cause me to 
deviate from my duties as I see 
them in protecting the interests 
of citizens of the City of Porter- 
ville.

1, together with a 1429 page, two 
volume document giving all the 
proposed items. In addition, we 
have the advantage of a 900 page 
detailed review of the budget pre- 
pared by our legislative analyst, 
which contains his recommenda- 
tions for possible reductions in the 
budget requests. 


During the rest of this month 
the senate and the assemgly ways 
and means committees will be 
holding daily meetings to go over 
this mass of material item by item, 
so that when we reconvene next 
month, recommendations of both 
groups to their respective houses 
will be ready. Final action must 
be taken, and a budget bill passed, 
by the end of March. 

The Governor has divided his 
expenditure program for next 
year into three main parts — a 
main “budget” of $1,984,576,000; 
use of $130 million from sale of 
bonds for. new buildings which 
were approved by you voters in 
1955; and last, an additional $71 
million for water development, 
which can either be amended into 
the budget proper, or taken up at 
a special session. On the basis of 
estimated revenues for the year, 
the Governor forecast a deficit of 
$95 million in the State’s general 
fund as of June 30, 1959, if his 
spending program is adopted as 
recommended. He advised that 
this be made up by transferring 
certain reserves to the general 
fund. He stated that his budget 
required no increase in tax rates 
or new tax measures. 


In the three main expenditure 
divisions, the budget calls for 
$602 million for state operations, 
$423 million for capital outlay, 
and $1,089 million from local as- 


sistance, aside from the $71. mil- 
lion for water. Charges fixed eith- 
er in the constitution or in laws 
which automatically appropriate 
money, such as $575,2 million for 
grants to public school districts, 
$268.8 million for the state high- 
way system, $182.5 million for s0- 
cial welfare grants, and $228.4 
million in grants to cities and 
counties from highway user taxes, 
make up almost two-thirds of the 
spending program, leaving only 
one-third subject to any real con- 
trol by your legislators. That’s 
practically no room to achieve any 
major savings. 

The legislative analyst’s review 


fully reflects the instructions of | 


the joint legislative budget com- 
mittee that he and his staff study 
carefully (1) increased work dur- 
ing the coming year needed to 
keep existing service equal to de- 
mand; (2) new or expanded serv- 
ice requested or implied in the 
budget; and (3) possible reduc- 
tions in the budget which might 
be needed to keep it in balance 
without new taxes. His recom- 
mendations include reductions in 
all three categories. 

The analyst recommends total 
reductions of $33.7 million in gen- 
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eral fund items, and lists seven 
existing functions’ as justifying 
policy review by your legislators 
with the thought of complete elim- 
ination or major reduction for still 
greater savings.. Some of these 
suggestions are certain to be hotky 
controversial, if past history can 
be trusted. Elimination of state 
money for child care centers major 
cutbacks in civil defense; elimina- 
tions of the California Cadet 
Corps; cutting out money for vet- 
erans’ organizations — all of these 
promise to make this year’s bud- 
get legislature really memorable.

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PRIVATE POWER 
ON TRINITY 
TO SAVE TAXES 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 — De- 
velopment of electric power at the 
Trinity river reclamation project 
by private investors rather than 
the federal government will save 
taxpayers $365.5 million, the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States has advised Congress. 

In a letter to Chairman Engle 
of the House Interior and Insular 
Affairs Committee, the Chamber 
cited the tax saving as a princi- 
pal reason for its support of legis- 
lation authorizing development of 
power facilities at the federal rec- 
lamation project by a private firm, 
as recommended by the Adminis- 
tration. 

The legislation provides that fa- 
cilities not connected with electric 
power production — flood control, 
irrigation and water supply de- 
velopment — would be a federal 
responsibility. 

The Chamber said the $365.5 
million tax savings under private 
development of electric power at 
the project would be effected in 
this manner: 

1. Private money instead of tax 
revenues would be used to build 
the power facilities. Estimated 
savings in capital outlay — $55.5 
Million. 

2. The direct net return from 
power sales would be greater. Dur- 
ing the 50-year license period, 
provided in the legislation, pay- 


eral government would be about 
$165 million more than if power 
facilities were to be built by the 
government. (Federal power rates 
would be tax-subsidized. ) 

3. Local, State and federal treas- 
uries would be paid an estimated 
$145 million in taxes by the com- 
pany during the license period. No 
taxes would be realized under fed- 
eral operation.

From 25 to 30 men will be em- 
ployed during the season in and 
around the sawmill; another 40 
men will be working in the woods.
